Continuation of Substance of interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant argues that Lieberman does not teach "wherein the 
online awards system modifies the agent's point total in response to adjustment or cancellation of the on-line 
purchase. The Examiner answers that Lieberman teaches the concept that "purchase-required-for-entry" systems are 
old and well known in the promotion art, where a person needs to purchase an item from said systems in order that 
said systems grant an award to a person. Therefore, the Examiner is using said concept to teach that it would have 
been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the application was made, to know that if a person 
cancel a purchase in a purchase required for entry system, said system would not grant an award to a person as the 
purchase requirement was not met .
